THE PRESIDENT 

Admiral William D. Leahy was interviewed and he stated that he 
finds the Daily Summaries very satisfactory. Ke said that the President 
reads these summaries regularly. Admiral Leahy was queried as to 
whether he had any suggestions as to how the summaries may be improved 
in order to serve their principal purpose of keeping the President inform 
of highly significant happenings and developments in world affairs. The 
Admiral pondered the question for some time and stated that he honestly 
could offer no suggestions and that he feels that the Dally Summaries serve 
their purpose very well. £ is noted that the Admiral commented that the 
President receives with each Daily Summary the original messages on 
which the items therein are based. 


With regard to the Weekly Summaries, Admiral Leahy stated that 
although he did not wish to malm any recommendation, he felt that there 
might be some question ms to whether there is any need to publish a Weekly 
Summary inasmuch as it is principally a compilation of data which already 
appeared in the Daily Summary. 

Captain E.B. Grantham, .Aide to Admiral Leahy, commented with 
regard to the Daily Summaries that It might be well to furnish some perti- 
nent collateral data on certain items such as the item which appeared a 
few weeks ago reporting the assassination. of a British Brigadier. He sug- 
gested that ia this case it would have been interesting to have some infor- 
mation about the murderer, such as the party she represents and any other 
significant facts about her that may be known.

Mr. J. Borden Reams, Personal Assistant to the Secretary, stated 
that for about two weeks after taking office, the Secretary read the Dally 
Summaries but then gave instructions that the summaries be examined 
and important Items flagged before being submitted to him. (For two 
weeks before going to Moscow the Secretary's time was occupied fully 
with preparations for the conference and the Daily Summaries were not 
submitted to Mm at all.) Mr. Reams said that he would estimate that dur- 
ing tii© period he was flagging Items for the Secretary, he flagged approxi- 
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mately 2 or 3 items a week, lie stated that most of the information in 
the Dailies is taken from State Department sources and is furnisher the 
Secretary through State Department channels. t 


Mr. Reams said that ha scoke to the Secretary about the Weekly 
Summaries and the Secretary read the first issue after he took office but 
that he has not read any subsequent issues. Mr. Reams stated that he 
personally is not greatly impressed by the Weekly Summaries and that 
lately he has not taken time to read them inasmuch as the information in 
them seems to be stale. i 

Mr. Reams stated that he reads all the special studies, most of 
which he considers very good ami that he has sent many of them in to the 
Secretary. 

Mr. Reams stated that the only person who reads the Dailies. 
Weeklies, and special studies other than himself and occasionally the 
Secretary (as indicated above) is Mr. Robert Barnes, Acting ^formation 
Officer, Office of the Secretary. Mr. Barnes reads these publications 
now In the absence of Mr.Bro uley Smith who read them prior to his de- 
parture for the Moscc w Coherence. t ' t i 

Mr. Reams stated tint he understood that because of security 
reasons and the restricted distribution of the Daily and Weekly Summaries 
he was not authorized to show Rems therein to the Assistant Secretaries. 
He said he would like to have authority to hand-carry these summaries to 
these officials and show them certain items of unusual interest which he 
believes they should see. He said that he would not make any information 
in the summaries available below the Assistant Secretary level and that 
the documents would be processed by hand and the security thereof main- 
tained. Mr. Reams was informed by the CKJ representative who conducted 
this interview that the Central Intelligence Group has no Objection 1b his 
showing to the Assistant Secretaries any items tn the summaries which he 
believes they should see. (lb subsequent discussion with Mr. Reams and 
Mr. Robert Barnes, we is primarily responsible tor tnrffrattng special 
items in the summaries which fhe Assistant Secretaries should see, Mr. 
Barnes stated that he estimated that there would be two or three items a 
week which should be shown to one of the Assistant Secretaries.) ! 
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Si regard to the special studios, Mr. Reams and Mr. Barnee 
stated tliat they would lot to be authorized to show these studies dr l 
only to the Assistant Secretaries bet also to the Office Directors wlo 
hane Cognizance of particular typos of subject matter appear ing in f iiese 
studies. He said fhai the studies would be hand-processed and the secu- 
rity of the documents and information therein guarded closely. Mr. Reams 
was Informed that CK5 would interpose no objection to his making the spe- 
cial studies available to Office Directors under the circumstances Indicated. 

In regard to fee Daily Summaries, Mr. Reams said that he believes 
that this publication lias improved steadily. He said that he the Idea 
of CIO making comments on certain Items In the Daily. 

Mr. Reams sad that Mr. Robert Barnes would be better able than 
fee to express comment on die duality of the summaries. 

?4r. Barnes, upon being interviewed, said that he has been follow- 
ing the summaries for only about two weeks (since Mr. Bromley S mith 
left for Moscow). He said that In general be considers the Daily Sum- 
maries as satisfactory. Bfe feels that the items in the Dailies are well- 
selected and are of about the right length. He would like to see more 
material from the War and Nary Departments, - not only new items but 
also War and Navy political and economic reports on the same subjects 
ttftt are reported by the State Department. He believes that there would 
ha different shadings In the reporting and that It would be well to integrate 
the War and Navy reports with the State Department reports. (Mir. Hearns, 
wfeo was present dating the Interview with Mr. Barnes, concurred in Mr. 
Barnes thoughts on this matter.) i 

Mr. Barnes stated that occasionally items selected for the Daily 
are too technical for ^rese^tlrm on the high level for which the Daily 
is prepared. He cited as m enante certain items regarding Pan-Ameri- 
can contract negotiations. 

Mr. Barnes ssid that he believes font sometimes direct quotations 
are used unnecessarily in Items in the Daily. He gets the impression 
sometimes that more attention is mid to “cute” form rather than to a 
clear and concise presentation of facts, Ih regard to the verbatim quota- 
tion of excerpts from cables In the Dally, Mr. Barnes said that actually 
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the person who Is befng quoted is only giving the substance of what he has 
learned and In an absolute sense the quotation does not pertain to ttte actual 
source of the information. i 

Mr. Barnes stated that he IS net satisfied with the Weeklies as they 
are now prepared, ike first commented that he thought the Weekly should 
contain fewer items and that the items included should be developed more 
fully. He went an to say tliat actually he Is not in favor of the idea of a 
Weekly Summary as such. Ke would be In favor of more special studies 
of certain subjects that are now written up In the Weeklies. He cited a 
French political story which appeared in the Weekly and stated that al- 
though a couple of days after the story appeared in the Weekly the# e was 
actually a story to tell, at the time It was printed In the Weekly the story 
had not ripened. He said that the essence of this story had already been 
told In the Daily and that the story In the Weekly contained nothing new 
except a few embellishments which had appeared in the public press, hi 
general, Mr. Barnes stated that he feels that the Weekly Summaries are 
not complete and sell -sustaining and that It would be much bettor to handle 
each Item of really outstanding significance as an individual special study, 
giving It more complete treatment and presenting It when the full story is 
ready. 


With regard to items in the 4 'Trends in Brief” which are not 
developed into special articles in the Weekly, Mr. Barnes feels that 
these are simply repetition of Items in the Daily. He said that ever 
though they may be selected items reflecting outstanding trends, he does 
not feel they serve any useful purpose. I 

Mr. Barnes stated that although the State Department gets out a 
weekly edition, it is written for a different group of customers than the 
State Department dailies. He pointed out that the CIG Weekly Is prepared 
for the same customers w so receive the Dailies.

LL col. loia K. wa-tifc, Aide to the Secretary of War, state* that 
the Secretary reads ti*e Daily a* a Weakly Summaries avidly and regularly. 
The Secretary frequently makes studies of individual items which appear 
iu the Summaries and requests -further data on them. Colonel; Wateg s said 
that although the Secretary fees never made any comment, his action 3 in- 
dicate definitely that he Is very well-pleased. Consequently Colonel Waters 
did not feel that it would be at ail necessary to query the Secretary! .tor his 
views.

Caption William H. Smetberg. HI, Aide to the Secretary off Navy, 
stated that he considered t tfh ti e Daily and Weekly Summaries as valuable 
Inai not as indispensable. l,e queried the Secretary for his views and to 
obtain any suggestions he night have, rhc Secretary stated that ho con- 
siders these publications v ary useful but that he dees not believe they are 
vital in the sense that, he could ret along without them. He had no sugges- 
tions to offer regarding any possible improvements in these publicat ions. 

Captain Bmedberg said tdav. frequently the summaries contain items 
which are not furnished the Secretary through other channels. 

Captain Smed«rg said that occasionally the Secretaries of State, 
War, and Navy call or.y another by telephone and refer to items appearing 
in the Dailies and Weeklies. He said that some of the more important items 
are discussed at meetings oi' the Secretaries. 1 1

Colonel J. V7. Bowen, Secretary of the General Staff, stated that 
both the Daily n:.A Weekly Are grticS intelligence material, well-presented, 
and are valuable to tl Chief of Staff. He said that the Chief of Staff does 
not read the complete summaries regularly inasmuch as normally he has 
already received through War Department channels the same information 
that appears in these phblicaticns. He said that occasionally (perhaps 
two or three times a week) an item is flagged for the attention of the Chief 
of Staff. 

Colonel Bowen said that General Handy and General Hodes read 
these summaries regularly. Colonel Bowen stated that the Office of the 
Chief of Staff has no suggestions to offer and no comment to make except 
that both publications are entirely satisfactory. 

— T A V A it OPERATIONS 

Captain Henry C. Bruton, Aide to Admiral Nimitz, stated that 
Admiral Nimitz and Admiral Ramsey read both summaries regularly. He 
said that he is certain that they are well satisfied. If they were not satis- 
fied, he is sure that he would ha**© had some indication of this fact from 
them. 


Captain Bruton stated that about once or twice a month Admir al 
Nimitz requests a fuller story or some items which has appeared in the 

Daily. 


Captian Bruton stated that, he considers the' Weeklies to be' very 
good and that he Is quite certain that Admiral Nimitz is likewise pleCsed 
with them. He said that- the Admiral sometimes reads only the * ‘Triads 
in Brief” but that he roads some of tha Weeklies in their entirety. 

Captain Bruton stated that an indication of Admiral Nimitz *s 'in- 
terest and appreciation of the summaries is the fact that when the Admiral 
returns to his office alter betas' away for a period of time he instructs 
Captain. Bruton to bring him the summaries issued during Ms. absence. 

Captain Bruton stated that he personally is very well-pleased with 
the presentation of items in the “Trends in Brief.” 
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COMMA NDING -il M;RAL. ARMY AIR FORCES 

Colonel Thomas C. kmsexave. |r. t Executive to General SpasEtss, 
stated that he is very weH-aatiaiM with both the Daily and the WecftJy 
and that he has no special comments or recommendations to make. I He 
said that he reviews the summaries in order to flag certain items ft>r 
the attention of General Smuts and he mentioned as an example, thtet on 
3 April 1947, he flagged all Items in the Daily for General Spaatz’sial- 
tention. Colonel Musgrave said that although he likes both publications, 
he is somewhat more pleased with the Weekly than the Daily. I

queried these officers who ar« the* only ones who read the summaries in 
P fa O. and he reported back that p fa O is well satisfied with the sum- 
maries and has no special comments to offer or suggestions to make:. 
Colonel Steel© said that although the Dailies contained nothing of which 
P O has not already beer araxrised, they are of real value inasmuth as 
they focus attention or selected items indicating trends which are sig- 
nificant on the basis of CIG analysis.

(Mr. WaMo JviaobB stated to the CIG representative t%ai all 
of the Branch Chiefs woulii like to have an opportunity to spend mm h more 
time studying items in the summaries which are within their particular

It is also the lodgment ; d this office that Colonel Ennis Is dnneces- 
snrily concerned about re venting to CIG the fact that the summart#* are 
being made available to hey personnel even to the limited extent that has 
been the practice. Fane®, although Colonel Ennis indicated his desire to 
keep this * "off the record/* it is not believed that there is any real breach 
of confidence in reporting the facts set forth above. t 

Alter appropriate- consideration by this office, Colonel Emd-s was 
informed on 2 May 1347 feat in compliance with the request in his {memo- 
randum of 2 May 194?, CK5 woufo send one extra copy of each Dally and 
Weekly Summary to ID, WDG^and that CSG interposed no objection to Ms 
making the summaries awdlaO’e to the key personae! specified herein- 
before.

4< ;ot feel too enthused” about the Daily Summaries but that he doet con- 
sider die Weekly Summaries as worthwhile. He said that the Daily is 
“paliibdly 'brief*’ and that it Is difficult and frequently impossible to 
grasp what is meant by the isolated items of information as reported. 
General McDonald stated that there is rarely, if ever, in the Daily; Sum- 
mary information of dtieb A -2 is not already aware as a result of re- 
’ ceiving copies of the original messages. He said that the Daily rarely 
has anything of immediate mine to A -2 but that he realizes it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to fashion toe Daily in such a manner that it 
would be pointed to meet the peculiar needs of each of toe various I 
recipients. ? 

Brig. Genera,! Morris 3. HartsoM, Deputy, AC/AS-2. stated! that 
most of the information the Dai It and Weekly Summaries is of a political 
nature and hence is not strictly applicable to A-2*s needs. He said that 
probably after Armed Forces unification measures are adopted. A* 2 will 
have desks to handle certain political matters and that the summaries may 
then become more vaiuabis. I 

General Harbolti said that Colonel James F. Olive, Chief, Air In- 
telligence Division, is the principal user of the summaries and in accord- 
ance with his suggestion Colonel Olive was interviewed. Colonel Olive 
stated that toe Dailies are not of much value to A-2 inasmuch as Af-2 ob- 
tains copies of toe original messages on which the items thereto are 
based. Colonel Olive considers the Weeklies very good. He said toat they 
focus attention on developments and trends which CIG considers toi be of 
outstanding interest, toerebv enabling A-2 to keep oriented with CBD think- 
ing. Colonel Oliva Waited that he is also very well pleased with the CIG 
special studies. i 
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
